If you can get a imall 
quantity of "Mother" fnim some 
idd vinegar, aidd this (llsagii.-alilc 
looking Jelly mass to your liarrd of 
i'tdar after It bas fermenu-d for five 
iia eight weeks, with open Iiudk.
